Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant explained the essence of their invention. Applicant 
asserted that their claimed invention was different from that of the prior art because their invention was processed 
using tangential flow filtration. The Examiners explained that the claims are directed to a composition and tangential 
flow filtration is merely a process limitation in a product claim. Applicant urged that the use of tangential flow filration 
imposes a limitation on the bacterial contaminants in the claimed composition.
